When Trollius had tettled lis affairs 
at Uplal, he fet out in great tecurity to 
return to Stockholin; but in the way he 
fellin with Guttavus’s anbutcade ; and 
being attacked by the body which he 
brought up hinvelf at the fame tine, he 
totally defeated; und as Guttavus 
fens never to have taken any prifoners, 
thoie whom terror had deprived ot refist- 
ance, were meffacred upon the fpot; and 
‘Trolls, with a few athe ‘rents only, e- 
fcaped | by a precipiiate tilt to Stock! holm. 

Guttavus thus recovered Ups. 
let loole his toldicrs upon pot- 
fellions, as he had now no louger the mo- 
tive to prelerve them that he had when 
they were lait in his power. 

He then advaneed, but with what part 
of his force does not appr ar, tow arcs 
Stoc kholm, hoping thai the confition 
cafioned by Trollius’s deteat, mizht fue 
vour his attempt upon the place. The 
vicerey, with Trollus, and the Biulhop of 
Odemey, who had been aflociaicd wiih 
hin in his command, knowing that they 
were hated by the citizens, who were 
well inclined to Guttavus, did not dare 
to Wait for his approach, but fet fail for 
Denmark, upon prétence of hattenings 
the fuccours, which, mdeed, had been 
much wanted, and long expected. Be- 
fore their departure, they gave the com- 
mand of the garriion to an old Danith 
oticer, who placed troops fo welt, 
that the citizens did not dare to rife, e~ 

ven when Guitavus are dia thee ates, 

While he lay betore this Citv, he re- 
ceived advice from Arvedo, that he lad 
reduced the greatcit part of Batt 
lund; he received alfa an account that 
Chriiliern had put his mother and titer 
te death by cruch torments, ashe had 
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Soon after this difpofition was made, 
Fleming ditcovered a Danith Heet, which 
proved to be vellels fent by Norbius, 
with provilions tor mie town. Thele 
fels he took, with their convey, command. 
ed by the Governor ot Aboo; whom Gu- 
fiavus put to death, for cutiing off all the 
Swedes in his garrifon by Christiern’s com- 
mand; a cruelty which he had already fe- 
verely revenged, by the murder of all the 
Danes that were in his power. 

When Norbius heard of this dtfatter, 
he hated to the relief of Stockholm, wih 
his whole fleet; which was met bv thie 
feet of Lubec and Fleming's tjuadron. 
Akind of dittant fight enfued, which con- 
tinued all dav, without any apparent ad- 
vantage on either fide. At night Guita- 
vus’s fleet retired again into the port, and 
Norbius catt anchor under a little ifland 
not far dittant. It froze fo hard that 
night, that Norbius found his fhips un- 
moveable in the morning; aad Guttavus 
being acquainted with his fituation, led 
the Lubec troops crofs the ice, and atter 
an obitinate enpagement with the Danes 
on board, fet many of the ihips on fire. 
The poor wretches whom the flames for- 
ced from the fhips, were inhumanly but- 
chered; upon which Stammel, the Lubec 
commander, retuted to continue the fight, 
aid led his troops back; Guftavus being 
obliged to follow him without complaint, 
leit he fhould withdraw his fleet. 

A thaw, which happened next day, fet 
the rettof the Danith fleet at liberty, with 
Wich Norbius returned to Calmar, where 
he emploved himfelf in refitting them, 
and increafing his land-forces, that if 
Stockholm held out till the ipring, he 
tight fave it. 

But inthe mean time Chriftiern, who 
Was already become hateful, even to the 
Danes, by his cruelty and oppreilion, ha- 
‘ing conceived a defign to exterminate 
the fenate of Denmark, as he liad done 
that of sweden, put toe death a great 
ber of the nobility, and two bithops, 
without anv legal procefs. Upon this, 
he greateit part of the kingdom took 
acuintt him; and as thofe who are 
crucl are generally timid, and always bale, 
Cerutiern, without feeking refuge in his 
hereditary kingdom of Norway, which 
bad not vet broken its allegiance, fled to 
the Emperor Charles V. whote fitter lie 
wdomarried. In the mean time, the 
tates declared him unworthy to reign, 
Md clected his uncle, Frederick of A- 
denburg, Duke of Holttein, and third

fon to Chriftiern, the firft King of Den- 
mark, King in his ttead; who according= 
lv afcended the throne. 

Norbius, when he heard of this revolue 
tion, lad afide all thoughts of attacking 
Guttavus, and formed a defign of ferzing 
the itle of Gothland, and etteblifhing it into 
a principality for himielt, under colour of 
fecurmg it tor Chrithern. He theretore 
Jeft a finall earrifon in the caftle of Cal- 
mar, to whom he gave orders, that, if 
they were attacked, they thould kill the 
caiuzens, plunder the town, and fet ion 
fire; and then follow him to Gothlund 
With their booty. 

When Guttavus learnt that Norbius had 
deferted Calmar, he approactied the place 5 
and the having, by fome means, 
ditcos ered the cruel orders which Norbius 
had lett with the garrifon, opened their 
gates to receive him; and he foon after 
forced the cattle, and made the garrifon 
pritoners of war. 

As there was now no power in Sweden 
that could make head againit Guftavus, 
he foon reduced the whole kingdom, ex- 
cept the capital; which offered to capitue 
late; but he intitted on its furrendering 
at dilcretion. 

In the mean time, he fummoned the 
ftates to meet at Stregnez; and as the fe 
nate was greatly reduced by Chrittiern’s 
mallacre at Stockholm, Guiltavus filled 
up the vacancies, and rettored it to its o- 
ngmal number. The fpeaker then re- 
prefented the necetlity of chufing a King, 
and Guilavus was initantly proclaimed, 
without the ulual order of election. 

Guitavus, however, about whom they 
crouded with ezpreflions little thort of ad- 
oration, declined the regal title, with an 
aflumed humility, favs this author, which 
is feldombazarded but by thefe who know 
that it will be inetlectual. The people 
became more earneft in their folicitations, 
and Gutlavus gratified his own with, un- 
der the appearance of a compulfory acqui- 
elcence in theirs. He accepted the title

* Immediately after evening-fervice, I 
went to his prifon; where J found him ly 
ing on his bed. The firtt compliments 
over, T entered upon the mek: incholy du- 
ty of inv profeflion, and turning to the 
oticer who had him in charge, told hin, 
the Colonel’s orders were, that I fhowd 
be alone with his prifoner. 
_The officer having w ithdrawn, Patkul 
grating both my hands j in his, cried out, 
with atfedting anxiety and di lirels, 
* My dear pallor! what are you to de- 
Clare? what ain I to hear >* 
_Tbring vou, replied I, the tidings

He then oblerved, that he was driven 
out from his country, by a fentence againtt 
his lite, pronounced for doing what the 
King hint encouraged him to do, 
ine to hint ove day, in terms of much 
kindnots Patkul, maintain the riphts 
of your country like aman of honour, and 
with all the tpivit you are ible of : 
That fiving into an enemy's country wag 
allo as the country of an al- 
ly would not aflorded him protec 
tion: but that he was in Saxony a wretch- 
ed evile, not a conntellor, or adviler 
that, before his arrival, every thing wag 
already planned; the alliance w ith Muts 
covy fioned; and the meaiures with Den= 
mark agreed upon. 

My inclinations, faid he, after a paule, 
were always to ferve Sw eden, though the 
contrary opinion has prevailed. The 
Elector of ‘Brandenburg owed his tite 
of King of Prujfia to the fervices I did hing 
and when, in recompenfe, he would have 
given me a confiderable of money, 
1 thanked him, and rejected the offer s 
adding, that the reward T mott withed for, 
was to reeain the King of Sweden's fa- 
vour by his intercetfion.

T could with 
it might have the pood fortune to be pre- 
feted to the King, that he may be con- 
vinced, with what little foundation I have 
been accuied of Atheifin. Taking it from 
his hand, T atlured bin, that my Colonel 
would not ful to prefent it, us toon as op- 
portunity offered. 

The rett of his time was emploved in 
praver, Which he went through with a 
very fervent devotion. 

On the 30th of September I was again 
with hin at four ia the morning. The 
moment he heard me, he rofe, and ren- 
dering thanks to God, atlured me he had 
not flept fo foundly for a lone time. We 
went to pravers, and in truth his piety, 
and devout frame of mind, were woriliy 
of 

About fix he faid he would begin his 
conteiion, before the din and clamour 
of the pie ople without could rife to ditturb 
his thoughts. He then knecled down, 
and went through his contciion in a 
manner truly editvine.

He then addrefled himlelf again to God 
in praver, and continucd his devotions 
ull the lieutenant entered to conduct him 
to the coach. He wrapped himtelf up in 
his cloak, and weit forward a great pace, 
guarded by too horiemen. Being arri- 
ved at the place of execution, we found 
it furrounded bv 300 foot-foldiers ; but 
at the tight of the flakes and wieels, his 
horror is not to be defertbed. Chaping 
me in his arms, ** Beg of God,” he exe 
claimed, “that my foul may not be 
thrown into defpair, amidft thefe tore 
tures!” comforted, adjured him ta 
tix his thoughts on the death of Jetus 
Chritt, who, for our fins, was nailed te 
a crofs. 

Being now on the {pot where he was 
to finer, he bid the executioner do his 
duty well, and put into his hands fome 
Inoney, Which he got ready for that pure 
pofe. He then flretched himfelf out ups 
on the wheel; and while thev were {trips 
ping him naked, he begged me to pray 
that God would have mercy on hin, and 
bear up his foul in agony. I did fo; and 
turning to all the fpectators, taid to thenty 
** Brethren, jom with me in praver for 
this unhappy man.” © Yes,” cried he, 
‘auiitime allof you with your jupplica- 
tions to heaven.” 

Here the executioner gave him the firft 
ftroke. His crics were terrible: ** O Je- 
fus! Jefus, have merey upon me.” This 
crucl fecne was much fenpthened out, 
and of the utmoft horror: for as the 
hieadiinan had no {kill in his bufinefs, the 
unhappy victiin received upwards of fif= 
tecn fevcral blows, with each of which 
were internixed the moit piteous groans, 
and invocations of the mame ot God. At 
lencth, after two ftrokes given on the 
breatt, his ftreneth and voice failed him. 
In a faltering dying tone, he was jut 
heard to fay, ** Cut off mv head!” and 
the executioner ftill lingering, he him- 
felf placed his head on the featfold. Afe 
ter four ttrokes with an hatchet, the 
head was feparated from the body, and 
the body quartered. ——Such was the 
end of ihe renowned Patkul; and may 
God have mercy on his foul!

any caution. Of thefe, the tract now 
before us is not the leatt deferving. The 
editor in his preface intorins us, that the 
origmal manuicript, im Burnet’s own 
Land-writing, may be teen at the publith. 
er’s 3 and that it was found by Sir Alex. 
ander Dick, of Prettontield, among the 
papers of his grandtather Sir John Cus 
ningham, of Caprington, a very learned 
man, and eminent Scotch lawver, who 
Was an intimate friend of the author. 
It was written in the year 1668, when 
Mr Burnet had not quite attained the 
twenty-fifth year of his age; for which 
reaton the editor hopes the reader will not 
expect the Englih to be ‘0 correct, fo 
pure or elegant, as that of the Bithop’s 
later works, which were written at a 
more advanced age, after he had refided 
long in England. Certain itis, he great- 
ly altered his ttyle after the date of this 
compuiition, and avoided many Scottilh 
words and idioms, with which it abounds: 
but we quettion whether his tubfequent 
language did not lote in ftrength, as much 
asit gained in polithing. His hittery of 
the Keformation is compiled in a dry, 
ttitl, and tormal ttyle, not tree of Scotti 
cits; but that ufed in the hiftory of his 
Own Tines, is carelefs, duiule, convere 
tauional, and goiliping. All things cone 
tidered, we cannot but applaud the lau- 
guage of this effav, as nervous, expref- 
live, and even elegant; interlarded, in- 
ceed, with French words, fome otf which 


have been adopted by a late writer | Lord 
Bolingbroke i, celebrated for his  ttyley 
who, we will venture to fav, never dreams 
cd that Bp Burnet had fot ihe ftart of hua 
this pardcular. The word opiniafhrity, 
for exumple, he ‘ules as a fubftantive, 
to figmity what no word can to 
properly exprets, an obttinate or head- 
tong attachment to one’s own opinion; 
and opiniastrous, as an adjective: but he 
never uferts the word as averb; 
a liberty which the other has taken, with 
very lithe regerd to the genius of the 
Englith languace. Here alio we find the 
words poliiure, for polifhing comirecartes 
for thwarting; celitude, for loftimets ot 
mind for chimerical; and 
oriacy, tor clepance. Many Scotticilis 


occur in ihe orthopraphy and order of 


conttruction, and fome expretions that 

odd to an Eneplith reader. For 
nee the minds of chil- 
dren ate moulded into the temper of that 
body wherein they are thruft, and 
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is fuitable to the fource and fountain whence 
they in another place : 
—* They flamped, clapped their hands, 
and trilked with their bodies.” 
With refpect to the plan of this little 
tract. he lavs down rules for education, 
through the different periods of childhood, 
bovhood, and youth, until his pupil hath 
attained the age of maturity. The rules 
are generally fenfible, illuttrated with 
oblervations from ancient hittorv, and 
inforced by reflections of his own, which 
ave, for the mott part, equally pertinent 
and obvious. He propoies, That the 
child thould be nurfed by its own mother, 
ifher health will permit: That it thould 
contract an habitual Jove of cleantinets ; 
(a maxi very aeceffary to be inculcated on 
the other fide of the Tweed): That alter 
is beime weaned, it fhould be kept by a 
ditcreet and modeft woman; for many 
bale Quts learn their children, very early, 
obicene talk and impure actions : ‘That 
at the age of four or five, he thould be- 
gin to read, and be inttructed in the firtt 
vinciples of religion: That he thould 
carefully puarded aganuut the habits 
of lying, {wearing, feolding, and ob{ce- 
nitv: That he fhould begin with the 
Pialms, though not in metre, and con 
fhort and felect fentences of fcripture : 
That he fhould not be feverely punithed 
for the follies and wildnefS of childhood, 
nor be oppretled with too much ttudy ; 
but encouraged with praife, and prefents ; 
shamed out of trivial faults by {corn and 
neglect, and corrected feverely, though 
feldom, for vices of preater confequence. 
He prefers a private tutor to a public 
tchool, on account of the ehild’s morals; 
and propoles that he fhould be boarded at 
adittance from his own family, that he 
may not be fpoiled by the mother, diili- 
pated by company, or corrupted by the 
lervants. He next erpatiates on the 
choice of a governor diftinct from a pre- 
ceptor: and by his deteription of a perfon 
qualitied for this tafk, one would be apt 
to imagine he was recommending hintelf 
to the office. In order to feafon the pu- 
pil's mind with religion, he, like a true 
Scotch parfon of that age, pretcribes fre- 
quent reading, expounding, and getting 
the icripture by rot, a reverence for the 
fabbath, hearing fermons, devout exerci- 
les, and praying three times a-day; by 
h wt is ten to one that 
the pupil is cither foured into a bigot, 
or fo diffusted with the burthen of reli- 
that he takes the firit op-

portunity to fly from it as an oppretfion, 
and falls into the oppolite extreme of pros 
Hipacy and irreligion. Neither are we 
of his opinion, ** That to contend againgt 
a pailionate temper, may well heighten 
it, but thall never extirpate it.” A 
fionate temper is like a wild beaft, which 
mutt be tamed by correction, when the 
fubject is young and tractable; if it be 
foothed and neglected, it will grow into- 
lerable. He adviles the bov to be reared 
a hardy manner, with 2 contempt for 
the delicacies of the palate; to be re- 
itrained and mortified in point of etfronte- 
ry, arrogance, pride, vanity, and loqua- 
city; to be informed and improved by 
precept, example, and difcourfe. For 
teaching the Latin tongue, he reeom- 
mends the Accidence of Lillv, and the 
Graminar ot Votlius. As the bett authors 
to learn, he propoles C.rfar and Terence 3 
and Vireil, for the purity and noblenets 
of his ityle; though point of imagina- 
tion, he fivs he deterves not the name of 
a poet.——We won't take his word for 
that, though it be arhrmed #4 verbo /acer- 
Vireil, though perhaps inferior te 
Homer in the fubliine, in point of genius 
and invention; is furely not deficient im 
fancy; and in majetty and fweetnefs of 
verfiiication, as well as in ientinent, and 
the pathos, far above all poets ancient 
and modern. 

He recommends frequent verfiens and 
tranilations, and exhorts the povernor to 
{peak Latin always to his ieholar. In- 
ftead of long leétures of morality, he ad- 
viles difcourfes upon hittory and geepra- 
phy, illuttrated by good maps: but an 
utter exclufion from the ftudy of politics: 
but for this exclufion no, reafin és 
ed. He rejects flagellation, which terves 
no other apo than that of rendering 
a boy callous to reproof. He directs thar 
his recreations may be fuited to his own 
talte, whether in cultivating a flower- 
garden, learning mutic, dancing, paint- 
Ing, or engraving. The Latin language 
being tolerably underttood, he propotes 
the Greek and Hebrew; and after thefe 
the French; which being: acquired, he 
favs the Italian and Spanifh will be found 
very ealy. He is of opinion that no youth 
ought to ftudy the {chool-philolophy, nor 
be too curious and fubtle in matters of 
divinity ; nor examine them by the quirks 
of fophittry; nor perufe any books on 
theology, except as explain the 
ture. He enjoins, however, terious dil

* Bp Burnet was famous for that abfence of 
thonght which cenftitutes the charadter ot what 
the French call l’etourcie. All the world knows, 
that in Paris, about the year 1680, feveral ladies 
of quality were imprifoned on fufpicion of poifen- 
ing, and among the reft, the Countefs of Sot 
fons, niece of Card. Mazarin, and mother of the 
famous warrior Pr. Fugene of Savoy. the 
fatter end of Q. Anne’s reign, when the Prince 
come over to England, Bp Burnet, whofe curios 
{ity was as eager as that of any women in the 
kingdoms, beaged ot the Duke of Marlborouy), 
that he might have the fatisfaction of being i in 
company with a perfon, whole fame reiounded 
through all Europe. The Duke complied with 
his reguett, on cordition that he would be upoa 
his guard fying any thing that 
pive difguft; and he was invited to dine with the 
Prince, and other company, at Marlborough 
houfe. The Bilhep, mindful of the caution he 
had received, refolved to fit hlent and incognito 
during the whole entertainment; and might have 
kept his refolution, had not Pr. Eugene, feeing 
him a dignified clergyman, taken it in his head 
to afk who he was.

Mr 
Lytielton, Governor of South Carolina, 
marched again t them, on the 26th ef Oc- 
tober that vear, with a body of regulars 
and militia. He took his meafures fe 
well, and advanced to quickly, as inti- 
nidated the nation. In contequence of 
this a treaty was concluded, by which 
the Cherokees engaged to prelerve a per- 
petual friendtInp with the Brith, and to 
deliver up all the French {pics and emil- 
farics among them. They alio pave up 
iwo of their people wito had been guilty 
of the murders, and promiled to feize and 
dcliver twenty-two more; for the per- 
formance of which they put mito the Go- 
vernor’s hands twenty-two of their head- 
men as hottares. The peace in 
quence of this was but of very fhort con- 
tinuance. A few davs atter Gov. Lyttel- 
ton began to return back, the pertidious 
villains came in a body to Fort Prince 
George, which they attempted to jurprite, 
under the pretext of delivering up fome of 
the murecrers; by the vigilance of 
the commanding oificer, the execution of 
their purpore was prevented. When 
they found thendelves difappointed in this 
fcheme, thev openly demanded that their 
hottages theuld be rettoved to them.

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The blockade of Fort Loudon was con- 
tinued miliche 8th of Auguit; when the 
garrifon, reduced to the wnort dritrels 
for want of Provifions, were obliged to 
capitulate.

Except a few who made their efcape, all 
the reft were made prifoners, and divers 
fed through the Cherokee nation. The 
Little Carpenter give tis ride, and all his 
cloaths, except what he had then on, to 
fave Cant.
